H.  G.  Wells'  oft-quoted  aphorism,  "Civilization  is  a  race  between  education  and 
catastrophe,"  implies  a  termination  and  victor.  Whether  you  will  it  or  not,  you  are  a 
part  of  that  race.  Perhaps  one  of  you  will  assure  the  victory  of  education  by  discover- 
ing the  pathway  which  leads  to  universal  brotherhood  and  understanding  among  the 
peoples  of  the  world.

During  the  1962-63  school  year  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  especially  concerned 
with  improving  the  Mount  Vernon  Community  College  in  the  areas  for  improvement  sug- 
gested by  the  faculty  self -study.   These  include  the  expansion  of  library  facilities, 
combining  assignments  to  increase  the  full-time  staff,  and  the  creation  of  more  ade- 
quate classroom  facilities.
